OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


The “Journal de la Chambre de Commerce de Constantinople” calls 
attention to the fact that there is room for 
great development in the export of fruit from 
the Ottoman Empire, ‘if sufficient capital were 
found to foster the trade. 

It is pointed out that the varieties of climate to be found in 
the large domains of the Empire afford opportunity for the cultiva-

There is a considerable home consumption of fruit, but after

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allowing for this there should be an overplus suitable for 
exportation. 

Amongst the limited number of exporters, however, almost com- 
plete ignorance reigns as to the best methods of packing and 
sorting, and this, combined with the lack of capital necessary for 
the acquirement of the requisite machinery and materials for 
packing, hampers the trade, markets for the fruit being chosen 
rather for proximity than for the prices which might be obtained. 
An association of exporters with sufficient capital and knowledge 
to export fruit on the most modern lines would, it is suggested, 
find it a profitable undertaking. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—PORTO RICO. 

A despatch, dated 18th May, has been received at the Foreign 
Office from H.M. Consul at Porto Rico report- 
ing that in all probability, there will shortly be 
a demand for rice-cleaning machinery through- 
out the island of Porto Rico in view of the efforts now being made 
for the encouragement of the cultivation of rice there, which, it is 
said, have every chance of success. 

It is quite possible for the island to become self-supporting in 
this respect, and it is estimated that, with this new departure, the 
yearly consumption (now about 35,000 tons of which about 20,000 
tons are imported) will be increased by one-third. 

Intending British aspirants for the supply of such machinery 
must note, however, that they will have to compete with United 
States free-from-duty prices. The duty on rice-cleaning machinery 
imported into Porto Rico is 45 per cent. ad valorem.

“The fact that out of an annual average of 730 commercial 
travellers during the past four years, 81 were British, whilst in 
1899 there were only 70 as against 700 from other European 
countries, shows that though this mode of pushing British goods 
has been resorted to on a slightly increased scale, it is still not 
adopted as largely as might be expected, and justifies the following 
remarks. 

“The owner of one of the most important local British engineer- 
ing works complains that ‘ most British traders do not consider it 
necessary to send their representatives to see what commodities 
are required to suit the market and to obtain orders for same, 
consequently traders of other nationalities, who do, supply the 
market.’ A large importer of manufactured goods and of yarns, 
as also the foremost chemist, have made identical remarks as to 
the neglect of the market by British commercial travellers.” 

On the question of supplying small quantities of each quality 
and design of goods, the manager of a large dry goods business 
said :— 

‘‘Stores and shops such as ours obtain from France, Germany, 
Italy and Austria-Hungary a suitable quantity of each quality and 
design of goods needed for their retail business, by which means a 
good assortment is obtained without necessitating needless employ- 
ment of extra capital, but in their dealings with British manu- 
facturers they are compelled to purchase a comparatively larger 
quantity of goods of each quality or design than they really need. 
If British manufacturers were to follow more generally the method 
adopted by their Continental rivals in this respect, they would have 
everything to gain and nothing to lose.” 

The Consul-General goes on to say :— 

‘“‘The average number of applications for the names of agents 
was 42 during the past four years, thus showing a slightly greater 
disposition to follow the recommendations inserted in the report 
above alluded to, with a view to bringing suitable foreign buyers 
into communication with British manufacturers, but this, as well 
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as the recent arrangements of the Board of Trade for supplying 
the desired information, should be made greater use of. 

“The advice with regard to the mode of payment and recovery 
of debts conveyed in report No. 2,462, pp. 18 and 14, cannot be 
repeated too often. The application to this Consulate-General 
by British firms in the United Kingdom for advice and assistance 
in connection with legal proceedings for the recovery of debts 
reached an average of 30 during the past four years, whilst in 
1899 they averaged a little over 20. 

“ These facts justify the renewal of the advice previously given 
as to the precaution necessary in order to ascertain the standing 
of customers beforehand, and as to the care needed in the choice 
of a lawyer should the customer become a defaulter, and especially 
should there be any likelihood of bankruptcy proceedings, which 
give rise to great irregularities. Several cases have occurred of 
late in which British firms have become the victims of unprincipled 
customers and unscrupulous lawyers, a fate which they would have 
probably escaped had they taken the precautions suggested above.”

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FISHING INDUSTRY OF OMAN. 


The subjoined particulars, furnished by Mr. H. W. Maclean, 
the Special Commissioner appointed by the Board of Trade to 
report on the trade of Persia and Muscat, supplement the infor- 
mation given on p. 326 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of the 
19th May, from a recent report by the French Vice-Consul at 
Muscat :— 


“Fish are usually abundant on the coasts of Oman. Muscat 
harbour swarms at times with sardines and a sort of whitebait 
(matoot). Very palatable oysters are also found there, and several 
kinds of white fish, excellent for the table, are obtained. The 
gold-fish, tunny and ray are common. 

“The fish referred to by the French Vice-Consul as a species of 
bass was mentioned to me as being, at times, caught at Muscat, 
and was found in these waters at the time of my visit in February 
last. 

“The supplies obtainable far exceed the needs of the local 
market. 

“The larger fish are split, salted, and sun-dried for export, 
chiefly to India, but the trade does not seem to be pushed with 
any energy. ‘The Hindoo traders from India are debarred by 
their tenets from embarking in tkis trade. Some Muscat residents 
thought that enterprise in developing the industry in Muscat and 
elsewhere in these regions, and in offering the produce in Indian 
markets ought to result in profitable business. 

“A fish-canning business was suggested to me as a possible 
opening for capital and enterprise at Muscat, but I do not possess 
a knowledge of this industry to enable me to form an opinion as 
to the chance of success in such a venture. There are abundant 
supplies of fish, and there are plenty of local fishermen available 
at very low wage, but the intense heat of the climate during a 
great part of the year, the limited supply of fresh water available, 
the scarcity of firewood and absence of coal might be serious 
difficulties.”

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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES.

Translations of the new proposed Roumanian, Dutch, and 
Portuguese tariffs, showing the proposed new 
rates of duty compared with the rates at 
present leviable on imports from the United 
Kingdom, have been prepared by the Board 
of Trade, and copies may be seen at the 
offices of the various Chambers of Commerce in the United 
Kingdom, or at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., any day between the hours 
of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. (Saturdays, 10 a.m. to 1 p.m.). 

As regards the Portuguese Tariff, it should be mentioned that 
the translation referred to gives the new classifications and rates 
of duty according to the proposals submitted by the Portuguese 
Government to the Cortes as subsequently modified by the 
Portuguese Tariff Revision Commission. 

The translation of the new Roumanian Tariff represents the form 
in which it has been passed by the Legislature. No part of it, 
however, has as yet been put into force. ‘The following points have 
to be observed in connection with this Tariff :—- 


1. So far as regards goods on which the rates of import duty in 
Roumania are “conventional,” 7.¢., are fixed by existing commercial 
treaties between Roumania and other Powers, no alteration of the 
existing rates can be made until those treaties expire, unless special 
arrangements are made with the Powers concerned. 


2. So far as regards duties which are not “conventional,” the 
Tariff is to be put into force not later than the 1st December next, 
but the Government may enforce it at any time before that date. 


3. The Tariff has been prepared by the Roumanian Government 
in view of the approaching termination of the commercial treaties 
at present existing between Roumania and other Powers, and the 
proposed new duties are subject to modification as the result of 
negotiations for fresh commercial treaties. Any reductions of the 
proposed rates of duty that may be made on any articles will apply 
to similar British goods imported into Roumania, in virtue of the 
*‘ most-favoured-nation ” stipulation of the Anglo-Roumanian Con- 
vention of 1892, so long as that Convention remains in force.

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TARIFF CHANGES

DOMINION OF CANADA. 


The Board of Trade have received, from the High Commissioner of 
Canada, a copy of a cablegram, dated 9th June, 
1904, from the Minister of Customs, Ottawa, 
respecting the changes in the Customs Tariff of 
the Dominion of Canada. The following is a copy of the cable- 
gram in question :— 

‘‘ Preferential duty increased to 30 per cent. on fabrics or manu- 
factures, wearing apparel, ready-made clothing, cloths, doeskins, 
cassimeres, tweeds, coatings, overcoatings, and felt cloth wholly or 
part wool; also increased to 20 per cent. on twine and cordage. 

‘ Preferential duty reduced to 15 per cent. on table-ware of china, 
porcelain or other clay, and to 7} percent. on common and colour- 
less window glass. 

‘‘ Molasses imported direct from British Preferential countries, 
free. 

‘‘ Duties not changed on foregoing articles from non-preference 
countries, 

‘“‘ General Tariff duties reduced to 10 per cent. on plate-glass not 
bevelled, in sheet, not over 7 feet ; 25 per cent. on same glass over 
7 feet and not exceeding 26 feet. 

‘Silk fabrics for use by neckwear manufacturers, 10 per cent. 

‘“ Free list includes goats, whale oil, soap, printing presses of a 
kind not made in Canada, certain machinery for manufacture 
of linen and for manufacture of brass goods, also machinery for 
alluvial gold mining. ‘ 

‘For one year British certificate for tea and coffee sold in bond 
will be dispensed with. 

‘“‘ Measurement of bottled liquors in cases is regulated at 1, 2, and 
3} gallons per dozen. 

‘Goods of a kind made in Canada, when sold at reduced prices 
for export, are subject to special duty equal to amount of 
export reduction, but generally not exceeding half usual duties 
additional.”

Hemstitched goods.—In assessing duties per square yard on hem- 
stitched goods, both sides of the hemstitch are to be included in 
the measurement in determining the number of square yards upon 
which to assess duty. 


Sucking colt.—The sucking colt of a mare that is one of a team 
of horses entitled to free entry under paragraph 504 of the Tariff, 
is also to be admitted free of duty. 


Silk pile fabrics—Velours.—Velours composed of silk and cotton, 
silk being the component material of chief value, in part with a 
raised pile between which are plain surfaces, are dutiable at the 
rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem as manufactures of silk, under 
paragraph 391 of the Tariff, and not as pile fabrics of silk under 
paragraph 386. 


Imitation precious stones—painted glassware.—Imitations of semi- 
precious rock crystal, composed of glass, not exceeding an inch in 
dimensions, and not mounted or set, are dutiable at the rate of 60 
per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 100 of the Tariff, when such 
articles, subsequent to their manufacture into the condition that 
constitutes imitations of precious stones, are ornamented by 
painting. 


Placer gold, although free of duty under paragraph 629 of the 
Tariff, is liable to seizure and forfeiture in the absence of invoice 
and entry. 


New sub-port of entry.—Venalhaven, in the State of Maine, has 
been constituted a sub-port of entry in the Customs Collection 
District of Belfast, Maine. 


New “ Immediate Transportation” Port.—In virtue of a recent 
act of the United States Congress, the port of Dayton, Ohio, has 
been constituted a port of delivery, and has had extended to it the 
privileges of ports open for the immediate transportation of 
dutiable merchandise. 


Cuban products imported into the United States from countries 
other than Cuba.—In cases where a reduction of duty is claimed 
under the Cuban Reciprocity Treaty on Cuban products exported 
direct from Cuba to another couutry and thence imported into the 
United States, the United States Customs Authorities will require as 
evidence of identification of the goods a certificate from the Customs

authorities at the port of shipment to the United States, and to 
which the merchandise was shipped from Cuba, specifically 
describing the merchandise by marks and numbers, stating the 
name of the vessel and the date of arrival thereof at said port, and 
the place from which the merchandise was originally shipped ; also 
that the merchandise had been in the continuous custody of the 
said Customs authorities from the time of arrival or importation 
until the date of shipment to the United States without payment 
of duties, and that the goods, as well as the marks and numbers 
thereof, had not been interfered with in any manner while in their 
custody. ‘The certificate should further state that the goods were 
withdrawn from the said custody for exportation to the United 
States, and the name of the vessel in which the merchandise was 
exported. 


Yachts.—It has been decided that yachts are ‘‘ vessels ” within the 
meaning of section 3 of the United States Revised Statutes, and, 
as such, are not dutiable under the Tariff laws as imported 
merchandise. 


Scarves, collars, fichus, &c., of cotton lace, are dutiable under 
paragraph 339 of the Tariff as “‘ wearing apparel made wholly or 
in part of lace,” at the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem, and not 
under paragraph 314, as “articles of wearing apparel of every 
description, including neckties or neckwear.” 


Reciprocal Agreement with France—Cordials, &c.—Cordials im- 
ported from France are entitled to the benefit of the reduced rate 
of duty provided for spirits in the reciprocal commercial agreement 
with that country. 


Paraffin liquid and paraffin molle.—It has now been decided that 
paraffin liquid and paraffin molle are composed in chief value of 
petroleum, and are therefore subject to the countervailing duty 
provided for in paragraph 626 of the Tariff, 7.e., a duty equal to 
that imposed by the country of production on petroleum or its pro- 
ducts from the United States. [This reverses a previous decision, 
published at p. 58 of the “Journal” for the 3rd September, 


1903.]

AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH-—-NEW SOUTH 
WALES. 


According to information received at the Board of Trade from the 
Railwa Agent-General for New South Wales, the 
Statis wad report of the New South Wales Railway 

Fr Commissioners for the quarter ended 31st 

March, shows that 3,280 miles were open for traffic, and that the 

revenue for the quarter amounted to 939,835/., compared with 

815,9611. for the corresponding quarter of the previous year, an 

increase of 123,874/. At the same time the working expenses 

show an increase of 52,511/., the net result therefore being an 
improvement of 71,363/., a gratifying proof of the improved 
condition of the country.

A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Minister at Caracas, furnishing particulars of a 
concession to establish a line of steamers for 
navigation on the Orinoco, its affluents, and 
sub-affluents, which has been granted to General Corao by the 
Venezuelan Government. ‘I'he contract will, it is understood, come 
into force as soon as the Orinoco is opened to trade. The con- 
tractur has permission to extend the service of his steamers to the © 
port of La Guayra. 

The duration of the contract is to be 15 years from the date on 
which it is approved by the National Congress, and, during that 
period, the Venezuelan Government engage that they will not 
make any similar concession to any person or company for the 
establishment of lines of navigation between the points embraced 


in the present contract.

A formal investigation was held in the Old Council Chamber, 
7o Borough Courts, Wigan, into the circumstances 
Enquiries under ttending the explosion of a boiler which 
the Boiler i 7; h P ; 
Explosions Act, cCC™uTed in the Brynn Hall Colliery, near 
Wigan, on the 5th April last. 

The Commissioners found that the explosion was due to the 
neglect of the Company, who were ordered to pay 501. towards the 
costs of the investigation. 

A formal investigation was held in the Board of Trade Offices, 
Cork, on the 3lst May, and the Ist, 2nd and 3rd June, into the 
circumstances attending the explosion of a boiler at St. Dominick’s 
Corn Mills, Cork, which occurred on the 29th April last. 

The Commissioners found that the explosion was due to the 
neglect of the owner, but having regard to all the circumstances 
of the case, no order as to costs was made against him. 





RUSSIA. 


Increased Home make of Agricultural Machinery. 


In the report for 1903 of H.M. Consul at Rostov on Don, it is 

stated that Russian-made combined mowers 
Reaper-mowers. and reapers are coming more into use in that 

district; their disadvantages consist in their 
being clumsy and heavy, but on the other hand they are cheap and 
can easily be repaired on the spot, whereas a breakdown with a 
foreign machine may mean the delay of several days at a critical 
time before spare parts can be fetched and fitted. 


A large quantity of German ploughs, mostly of the “‘ Sack” model, 

single and double furrow, used to be imported, 

Ploughs. but their number is rapidly falling-off, being 

supplanted by those of native make. It is 

therefore probable that ere long they will cease to form an item in 
the imports. 


As regards other farming machines and implements, such as drills, 
seeders, winnowing and chaff-cutting machines, 
harrows, &c., although a small proportion may 
be supplied from the United Kingdom and 
other foreign countries, the great bulk of those in use are now 
made in Russia. Austria-Hungary, however, still continues to 
supply a good number of scythes, in which the Austro-Hungarians 
have a special make suited to local requirements.

— which is therefore for sale, principally at the 

instance of the Russian State Bank, which had granted large 
advances. 


Except in the naphtha region round about Grosny in the Ter 
Mining territory, the mineral riches of the Northern 
Enterprise Caucasus have not been seriously developed, 
either from lack of enterprise or of capital, 
although researches have shown the presence of various metals in 
different places.. For instance, in one of the mountain gorges off 
the River Ardon, about 40 miles from the town of Vladikavkaz, 
30 distinct deposits of mineral bearing strata have been discovered 
within the last few years, and are awaiting proper exploitation. 
The great hindrance to foreign mining enterprise consists in the 
obstacles to be overcome before and after a concession can be 
obtained, making no small demands on the capitalists’ time, 
patience, tact and purse, before all the difficulties can be smoothed 
down, and the actual mining operations can be successfully carried 


on. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,173.) 


FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul at Brest reports that attempts have recently been 
Coal Trade of made to introduce German coal into that 
district, but have so far failed, as the cost of 
arent. transport is too great for it to compete with 
British coal, the greater part of which comes from South Wales. 
The Ouest Railway Company are now using smail Welsh coal 
mixed with water for their express engines with very good results. 
They now run regularly 430 miles without coaling. 
The light railways in Finistére are also burning Welsh coal in 
their locomotives.

ROUMANIA. 


With reference to the notice published on p. 461 of last week’s 
issue of the “Board of Trade Journal,” a 
despatch has been received at the Foreign Office 
from H.M. Minister at Bucharest enclosing a 
translation (in English) of the Law for the 
regularisation and consolidation of petroleum concessions in 
Roumania recently voted by the Legislative Chambers. 

In his despatch H.M. Minister remarks that in consequence of 
the increase year by year in the yield of petroleum in Roumania, 
chiefly in the districts of Prahova, Bacau and Buzen, it has been 
found necessary to elucidate, and to establish by more complete and 
definite legislation, the rights of tenure of petroleum holdings. 

The end aimed at by this Law has been to assure the rights of 
the lessee or concessionaire by protecting him against the 
chicaneries to which he was exposed, owing to the mala fides of 
the lessor ot the rights of working the land. lt has now been 
established by the Law that the rights of the concessionaire are 
more than those of a simple tenant, and his title is termed réel 
mobilier, or that of a real proprietor, the act of concession being 
inscribed in a special register kept at the tribunals for that 
purpose. 

The Law is a retrospective one, and existing titles may be con- 
solidated in conformity with Articles 3 and 4, if the necessary 
formalities have been fulfilled within a limit of six months from 
the date of promulgation. 

An important provision is effected by Article 17, which forbids 
the intervention of communal juries in matters of adjudication of 
petroleum concessions. ‘The President of the Tribunal of the 
District in which the property is situated, will now be empowered 
to settle disputed claims by his final decision. 

By Article 19, contracts for concessions signed after the promul- 
gation of this Law, and remaining unworked for 10 years may be 
annulled.

selected good cotton-seed for distribution to 
the fellaheen during the past few years. 

For the first two or three years the Government advanced the 
Society the necessary purchase money, and collected the amount 
due by the fellaheen along with the taxes. 

Since the formation of an Agricultural Bank the purchase 
money has been advanced to the Society by that Bank, who add 
to the cost of the seed 9 per cent. interest to cover several months 
which elapse before repayment. 

The Government’s agents continue to collect the money from 
the fellaheen, and afterwards refund the bank. 

The Society have selected during the past season 28,500 ardebs*, 
sufficient seed to cultivate 114,000 feddans+. Besides what is 
done by the Society, the Administration of State Domains select 
cotton-seed for their tenants, and sell at market value collecting 
the money in the autumn along with the rents. 

The application of chemical manure is practically only beginning 
in Egypt. Judging by the demands made for it during the past 
two years it is likely to take a very large extension in the future. 

The Society so far have supplied, at cost price, the manure to 
some of its members who are large landed proprietors and to 
Agricultural Administrations such as the State Domains, but this 
year atrial is being made through the assistance of the Agri- 
cultural Bank, for the distribution of manure among small 
proprietors, on the same lines as cotton-seed is distributed. 

The Society have sold the Bank sufficient manure for 500 
feddans, which has been distributed in three different districts. 
Should the trial succeed it will be made on a larger scale next 
year.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board | 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart. — 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand © 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it © 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which / 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be collected and 7 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 4 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and 
(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on applica- 
tion being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; | 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different % 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to. Tender; Sources of © 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 7 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. © 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. | 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
“Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,’ containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
